Anderson is former Hawaii 
state budget director and 
first won recognition as the 
first woman budget and fi¬ 
nance officer of the entire 
country. She was one of two 
women depa tment heads 
out of 17 departments in the 
Hawaii state government, a 
position never held before in 
Hawaii by a woman.

Anderson attacked the 
city’s financial practices and 
be.st former Mayor Frank F.

Tncumhent Fasi was .seeking 
his fourth term.

With her parents and family 
on East Lp.urel Avenue. She 
attended public schools here 
and went on to UCLA. She 
moved to Hawaii with her 
family when she was 19 and 
ultimately graduated from 
the University of Hawaii. 

Her father, Elmer Pulling, 
lives in Coleta. Her grand¬ 
mother, Mary W. Pulling, 
moved to this community in 
1924 and was one of the 
founders of the Rritish Home.

James Bridie. Rose is hack 
as artistic director.... 

It’s been an up -and down 
year for the playhouse and 
from the beginning they de¬ 
cided to avoid "the usual, the 
stale and the overworked,” 
according to Helen Rose, 
publicist. 

She says they decided to 
present productions that 
were out of the ordinary and 
would cnccKurage new play¬ 
wrights to submit original 
woi’ks And they decklwl 
they would treat their per¬ 
formers as professionals and 
pa.v them by dividing any 
profits from the show among 
the cast and crew. “We 
would always pay t li e m 
.something, even if only a 
token amount,” she says. 

The theater had formerly 
been occupied by the Play¬ 
back Players, “an essential¬ 
ly amateui' group.” Their 
founder, Charles Andresc, 
himself a professional stage, 
screen and TV actor for 18 
years, had long wanted to 
upgrade and professionalize 
the organization. 


After their first produc¬ 
tion, they made formal ap¬ 
plication to Equity f o r 
“waiver status,” adopted 
their present name and took 
some time to think through 
their goals “and how we 
could best further them.” 

Helen Rose reports, “Be¬ 
cause we were in compliance 
with the Equity Waiver 
Code, we could use profes¬ 
sional actors. We were at¬ 
tracted by .Sierra Madre’s 
oa.sygoing, small - town 
friendline.ss and the presence 
here of much first - class 
theatrical talent. We wanted 


to be a community Iheatei- 
in the best sense of the v/ord 
-- both Involving and in¬ 
volved in the community.’’ 

She continues, "We de¬ 
cided that we would stress 
artistry rather tlian elabor¬ 
ate sets.’’ And their produc¬ 
tion after "Moby Dick — 
Rehearsed," which was done 
on a bare stage, was “1 
Knock at the Door” and fea¬ 
tured the six actors seated 
at lecterns in front of black 
curtains.

Sierra Meso School 
Decision Eminent 

The future of the Sierra Madre City Council last

After working loi g r.nu 
liiird for almost two years 
on a proposal to ligiil Dap¬ 
per Field, the .Siciia Madre 
Athletic .Association (SMAAi 
has unofficially voted to 
hack off on the proposal and 
to seek alternative fields to 
utilize, according lo newly 
Installed .SMAA President 
Tim Tyler. 

"Thi SMAA will continue 
to work with the City Coun 
ci] and the Parks and Recre¬ 
ation Commi.ssion on the 
lighting subject, as needed, 
but will not. p,.jsii for the 
approval of the issue any 
further,” he added. 

In November, 1978, a pro- 
pe.sal was submitted to tire 
Parks and Recreation Com 
mission by the SMAA to up¬ 
grade and light Dapoei 
Field. As a result, an En¬ 
vironmental Impact Report 
was pi-epared. Thr- propos.'t! 
was then passed on to thc- 
Sierra Madre City Council. 

In July, 1980, the SMAA 
put before the City Council 
the proposal to install lights 
at Dapper Field. The SMAA 
agreed at that time to pay 
for the equipment and instal¬ 
lation of tlie lights, and. 
upon completion, to turn tlio 
field over to the city. Plans 
were also to be subm.itted to 
the city for review and ap¬ 
proval. 

In a public forum that 
evening, the following sta¬ 
tistics were presented to the 
City Council by SMAA 
spokesperson Joe Gow'dy, to 
.substantiate the need for the 
facility: 

— During the 1980 season, 
263 games were played tno< 
including practices), amount¬ 
ing to 12,624 youth hours of 
.supervised recreation, accom¬ 
plished by approximately 107 
volunteer adults working as 
league offioms, coaches •md 
managers to plan and imtde- 
ment the program. 

- There are about 46.5 
.youngsters lietween the ages 
of 6 and 18 involved in the 
leagues which combine to 
make up 37 y<'uth teams un¬ 
der the direction of the SM¬ 
AA. The leagues include T- 
Ball, girls’ softball, Uttlo 
League and Pony Col t 


The SMAA’s grentost prob 
1cm continues ti, hr sche¬ 
duling, ewin" to the lack of 
proper facilitii's. Therefor*' 
the lighting of Dapper 
Field would help to allcx'i- 
ate the scheduling crisis. 

The propo.sal provoked ad- 
v'ersp reactions from adjoin¬ 
ing property owners and the 
.Sierra Madre Environmental 
Af.tinn Council (SMEACi. 
Property owner’s complaints 
ranged from the hazards of 
“home run halls” to tlto 
added c* st lo the city in dec- 
Iricitv and mainten a n r- c 
which wo'.dd then be p.ossod 
on to the taxpayers. 

The SMEAC voiced con¬ 
cern in the following areas: 
-- It appeared that the resi¬ 
dents adjacent to the field 
and within the noise and 
light area found the pro- 
()osed extension, of heprs, 
especially d.urine the spm 
mer month', to ho more ob¬ 
jectionable than the extend 
I'd sp.ison. 

The number of Sierra 
Madreans participating in 
the leagues appeared to be 
a minority, .-ind therefore, the 
traffic and ah irollution 
would be increased by people 
coming into .Sierra Madre. 
and not reduced, as indicated 
in the Environmental Impact 
Report, 

In rebuttal, Gowdy noted 
that only lO'X of the 46” 
participant': in the SMAA 
program were from out of 
town.

1 iirsue said proposal. 

If the Parks and Recrea 
lion Commis.'ion were to ap- 
jirovc the proposal ,it would 
entail au additional three 
years to accomplish the pm 
ject. 'Tlierefore, the SMAA 
lias found it necessaiy n 
seek alternative methods of 
solving their scheduling pre 
blem for the present time. 

At the Time of the original 
proposal, it was ostimateci 
that .$30,000 would be needed 
to complete the project.

Huntington Receives 
Endowment of $163,750 


The National Endowment 
for the Humanities has 
awarded $163,750 to t h e 
Huntington Library for fel¬ 
lowships for distinguished 
university professors to spend 
a year studying rare books 
and manuscripts at the fam¬ 
ous researdi library. 

In addition to the NEH 
grant, the Huntington will 
raise $23,750 in matching 
funds for a total of $187,500. 

The program will provide 
15 long-term fellowships for 
the next three years, five 
each year. This grant con¬ 
tinues a program established 
at the Huntington in 1975 by 
the federal agency. During 
the last five years 21 fellow¬ 
ships have been awarded to 
scholars from diverse Insti¬ 
tutions in all parts of the 
country. 


NEH Fellows have studied 
a wide variety of topics at 
the Huntington from early 
Tudor poetry to Americans 
and the California dream. 
Most grants to scholars at 
the Huntington result in 
books and articles. 

The work of John Phillip 
Reid, a professor at the New 
York University School of 
Law, Is represi^ntativo of 
those projects. Assisted by a 
grant from NEH, the Hunt¬ 
ington has just published 
Reid’s book, “Law for the 
Elephant: Property and So¬ 
cial Behavior on the Over¬ 
land Trail.” 

Reid studies life on the 
ovfirland trail from the point 
of view of the legal histor¬ 
ian. He contends the emi¬ 
grants were law-abiding and 


respectful of property rights 
although they were beyond 
the restraints of police, 
courts and judges. Diaries, 
letters and memoirs from 
the Huntington collections 
were the primary source 
material for Reid’s research. 

One of the NEH scholars 
lor 1980-81 is S. K. Heninger 
Jr., a professor of English at 
the University of British Co¬ 
lumbia. In 1977 the Hunting- 
t o n published Heninger’s 
book, "The Cosmographical 
Glass, Renaissance Diagrams 
of the Universe.” Most of the 
diagrams were reproduced 
from books in the Hunting- 
ton L i b r a r y collections 
printed before 1700. It was 
published in 1977 and re¬ 
ceived a 1978 Rounce and 
Coffin award
